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foreword 


It  should  come  as  no  surprise  that  "Facts 
About  Maryland  Public  Education"  turns 
out  to  be  the  Maryland  State  Department 
of  Education's  annual  best  seller. 

The  reason,  I  suspect,  is  that  vast  num- 
bers of  people  want  and  need  current  in- 
formation about  school  statistics,  finances, 
and  enrollment  in  a  compact  form.  Our 
annual  reports,  which  provide  much  more 
detailed  information  and  are  published  a 
year  or  so  after  the  "Facts"  booklet,  have 
very  few  takers  indeed,  although  they  are 
published  according  to  legal  requirement. 

It    should    be    borne    in    mind    that  the 

"Facts"   booklet   does   provide   only  the 

most  superficial  information  about  the 
schools. 

The  serious  citizen  should  ask  more  ques- 
tions and  get  more  facts.  Your  public 
school  system  is  likely  to  be  as  good  as 
informed  public  opinion  makes  it.
